T he Workers’ p arty in America is p ledged to array labor 
against cap ital and to sup p lant the existing cap italist government 
with a soviet government, or a dictatorship of the workers. This 
announcement was made after the annual convention of the p arty 
held this week in New York. 
The attitude that cap italism adop ts to the p rop osals of the 
communists within our borders will vitally influence the p rogram 
of these ap ostles of change. 
If the reaction to the p rogram 
of the communists leads those in op p osition to follow the road </f 
rep ression, and to seek to hold things just as they are, the result­ 
ant condition will offer an excuse for the communists’ p rogram, and 
the rep ression will p roduce fertile soil for the growth of such ideas. 
The I/ondon Times recently devoted two columns to a book en­ 
titled : “Americanism: a W orld Menace.” The author of the txxik, 
W. T. Colyer, defines-American ism as “a mixture of youthful ex­ 
travagance, arrogance, and adap tability." 
He attemp ts to show 
that this results in a sham democracy, a lack of real liberty, dollar- 
worship , lawlessness, the control of op inion by the interested fe> 
and the ow nership of religion by cap ital. He claims that our social 
relations are built on sickly sentimentalism on the one hand and 
gross selfishness on the other. 
This book is the p roduct of a thinker of the Marxian school 
and must be taken as a p rejudiced account of America and Ameri­ 
can civilization. 
But if there are any weaknesses in our social 
structure of such a character as those affirmed of it by this writer, 
the best way to p revent the sp read of communistic ideas will mil 
be by a battle of the defenders of the p resent order with those who 
demand a c h a n g e , but by a steady imp rovement 
o f our social order. 
The best way to silence criticism is to remove the causes of com­ 
p laint. 
If a steady attemp t is made to correct p resent abuses we are 
convinced that the American p eop le will not be won over to the p ro­ 
p osal that, for the p urp ose of escap ing minor misfortunes, they 
bring up on themselves the horrors of such an order as that result­ 
ing during the p resent regime in Russia. Americans w ill not jump 
out of the frying p an into the fire unless the p an becomes so hot 
that they are forced out on the surface of exp loding fat. Condi­ 
tions p roduce revloutions, and conditions are not now* of such a 
character in America as to call for thoughts of revolution, and they 
are never going to be such unless arrogant leaders and unscrup u­ 
lous reactionaries determine that they will In*. Unless we are gi jve- 
ly mistaken the ballot box in America will p revent either reaction­ 
aries or discip les of Karl Marx having their way with our fair land.

Not only members of the medical p rofession, but all those who 
have thought of the contribution that Louis Pasteur made to the 
world, are this week offering their tributes of ap p reciation to the 
memory of this man who was l>orn in northeastern Fiance on De­ 
cember 27, 1822. 
By a p op ular vote, taken in France some years ago, Louis 
Pasteur was declared to be the greatest Frenchman of all time, for 
even Nap oleon did not come near the vote p iled up by this man 
whose life was given to saving life. 
The p eop le of the civilized world have a right to offer their 
tributes to the memory of Louis Pasteur during this week of his 
centenary, which recalls his great contribution to the health of 
the p eop le. 
His p ainstaking exp eriments led to the discovery of 
the germ theory of disease which has made p ossible great advance 
in ihe treatment of diseases. 
His name is yet more famous because of his discovery of 
cure for the horrible affliction known as rabies or hydrop hobia. 
As a result of the cures he wrought on p ersons afflicted in ¿his 
dreadful manner, Pasteur institutes were op ened in all p arts of 
the world to carry on the treatment. 
This good p hysician’s centenary finds the world in a state a 
anxiety. The future is uncertain. The more recent p ast has been 
p ainful. The struggle of the two forces in the world goes on. Pas­ 
teur saw the dread p ossibilities of this struggle when, in 1888, 
he said; “The one seeks violent conquests; the other, the relief of 
mankind.” 
The discoveries of Pasteur have saved many lives, and even on 
the battlefields of the last war his discoveries, carried to a higher 
p oint of p erfection by his discip les in the medical p rofession, saved 
many lives that otherwise would have been lost. 
If the anniversary of the birth of this great man leads to a 
serious attemp t to find ways of p reventing future wars it w ill yield 
a larger good. 
He being dead yet sp eaketh, and his voice invites 
men to turn their attention to a better way, which he described as 
“The other, a law of p eace, work and health, whose only aim is to 
deliver mankind from the calamities which beset him.”

conservation oi forests as would guarantee that they would not be 
wilfully cut dowrn without any thought of rep lacing them. 
The op p osition of the conservationists to the transfer of the 
forestry bureau to Secretary Fall’s dep artment of the interior, is 
based on the understanding that Secretary Fall’s p olicy calls for 
the op ening up oi timber lands for cutting by p rivate interests 
Conservationists are op p osed to this reduction of standing timbei 
because they claim that the timberland is being cut four times as 
fast as it is being reforested.

T he Workers’ party in America is pledged to array labor 
against capital and to supplant the existing capitalist government 
with a soviet government, or a dictatorship of the workers. This 
announcement was made after the annual convention of the party 
held this week in New York. 
The attitude that capitalism adopts to the proposals of the 
communists within our borders will vitally influence the program 
of these apostles of change. 
If the reaction to the program 
of the communists leads those in opposition to follow the road arf 
repression, and to seek to hold things just as they are, the result­ 
ant condition will offer an excuse for the communists' program, and 
the repression will produce fertile soil for the growth of such ideas. 
The London Times recently devoted two columns to a book en­ 
titled : “Americanism: a World Menace.” The author of the book, 
W. T. Colyer, deftnes-Americanism as “a mixture of youthful ex­ 
travagance, arrogance, and adaptability.” 
He attempts to shaw 
that this results in a sham democracy, a lack of real liberty, dollar 
worship, lawlessness, the control of opinion by the interested fey 
and the ownership of religion by capital. He claims that our social 
relations are built on sickly sentimentalism on the one hand and 
gross selfishness on the other. 
This book is the product of a thinker of the Marxian school 
and must be taken as a prejudiced account of America and Ameri­ 
can civilization. 
But if there are any weaknesses in our social 
structure of such a character as those affirmed of it by this writer, 
the best way to prevent the spread of communistic ideas will not 
be by a battle of the defenders of the present order with those who 
demand a change, but by a steady improvement of our social order. 
The best way to silence criticism is to remove the causes of com­ 
plaint. 
If a steady attempt is made to correct present abuses we are 
convinced that the American people will not be won over to the pro­ 
posal that, for the purpose of escaping minor misfortunes, they 
bring upon themselves the horrors of such an order as that result­ 
ing during the present regime in Russia. Americans will not jump 
out of the frying pan into the fire unless the pan becomes so hot 
that they are forced out on the surface of exploding fat. Condi­ 
tions produce revloutions, and conditions are not now of such a 
character in America as to call for thoughts of revolution, and they 
are never going to be such unless arrogant leaders and unscrupu­ 
lous reactionaries determine that they will be. Unless we are stave 
ly mistaken the ballot box in America will prevent either reaction 
aries or disciples of Earl Marx having their way with our fair land.

N ot only members of the medical profession, but all those who 
have thought of the contribution that Louis Pasteur made to the 
world, are this week offering their tributes of appreciation to the 
memory of this man who was born in northeastern Fiance on De­ 
cember 27, 1822. 
By a popular vote, taken in France some years ago, Louis 
Pasteur was declared to be the greatest Frenchman of all time, for 
even Napoleon did not come near the vote piled up by this man 
whose life was given to saving life. 
The people of the civilized world have a right to offer their 
tributes to the memory of Louis Pasteur during this week of his 
centenary, which recalls his great contribution to the health of 
the people. 
His painstaking experiments led to the discovery of 
the germ theory of disease which has made possible great advance 
in the treatment of diseases. 
His name is yet more famous because of hrs discovery of 
euro for the horrible affliction known as rabies or hydrophobia. 
As a result of the cures he wrought on persons afflicted in this 
dreadful manner, Pasteur institutes were opened in all parts of 
the world to carry on the treatment. 
This good physician’s centenary finds the world in a state a 
anxiety. The future is uncertain. The more recent past has been 
painful. The struggle of the two forces in the world goes on. Pas­ 
teur saw the dread possibilities of this struggle when, in 1888, 
he said: “The one seeks violent conquests; the other, the relief of 
mankind.” 
The discoveries of Pasteur have saved many lives, and even on 
the battlefields of the last war his discoveries, carried to a higher 
point of perfection by his disciples in the medical profession, saved 
many lives that otherwise would have been lost. 
If the anniversary of the birth of this great man leads to a 
serious attempt to find ways of preventing future wars it will yield 
a larger good. He being dead yet speaketh, and his voice invites 
men to turn their attention to a better way, which he described as 
“The other, a law of peace, work and health, whose only aim is to 
deliver mankind from the calamities which beset him.”
